-pheumatism of the lieart with which he 
had been stricken at Cleveland. 

It was the second attack of the kind he 
had suffered: within two weeks, and al- 
though his condition was regarded as some- 
what serious, and excited the alarm of his 
family, the encouragement given them by 
Dr. Hilbest, family physician, led them to 
believe that the patient would soon recover. 

| For this reason all knowledge of the ex- 
nresident’s illness was kept from the public, 
and the fact that he was suffering from 
heart trouble did not become known until 
yesterday afternoon.

As soon as the cabinet was organized the 
new president aduressed himself to the com- 
position of difficultits in several southern 
states. He had given evidence of his con- 
ciliatory disposition by taking into his cab 
inet & promment citizen of the south who 
had been an officer ia the confederate army 
aug hadi actively opposed his election. 
President Hayes was resolved that the up- 
holding of local governments in the south- 
ern states by the armed forces of the Unit-

The president on May 5, 1877, 
ealled an extra session of congress to meet 
October 15th; but in the meantime a part 
of the army was needed for active service 
of a peculiarly trying kind. In July strikes 
broke out among the men employed upon 
the railways, beginning on the line of the 
Baltimore and Ohio and spreading over a 
large part of the northern states.

In his first annual message, December 3, 
1877, President Hayes ¢ongratulated the 
country upon the result of the policy he 
had pursued toward the south. He also 
strong|® urged the resumption of specie 
payments, and as to the restoration of sil- 
ver as a legal tender, whitch was at the ttme 
being agitated, he insisted that “all the 
bonds issued since. February 12, 1873, 
when gold became the only unlimited legal 
tender metallic currency of the country, are 
justly payable in gold coin, or in coin of

Another Eleclion of the Kind for Which 
Savaonah Is Famous. 

Savannah, Ga., January 17.—(Speeial.)— 
After a day that as a carnival of political 
debauchery has seldom, if ever been equal- 
ed in the corrupt history of local politics 
in Savannah, Mayor John T. McDonough 
was re-elected by a majority of 917 votes 
in the total vote of over four thousand.

To make the story more interesting it is said 
that Carter has a wife and two children in 
Macon, he having told a friend some weeks 
ago that he was married and had a wife and 
two children living. The whereabouts of 
Carter and Miss ark is unknown, and as 
they have not been heard it is not 
known whether they have married or not. It 
is said that Miss Clark took part in a similar 
escapade about a year ago.

HOSPITAL ON FIRE. 


Patients Thinly Clad Flee 
Lives. ‘ 

London, January 17.—The military hos- 
pital ate Stoke one of te suburbs of Dav- 
enport, caught fire this morning. The 
greatest excitement prevailed among the 
officials, nurses and patients when the fire 
made its presence known by dense volumes 
of smoke filling the wards and corridors. 
The patients whose condition permitted 
them to do 80, ran, thinly clad from the 
building and were taken in and cared for 
by the people living in the vicinity. The 
greatest disorder prevailed, but despite 
this every effort was made to remove the 
patients confined in their beds. 

All were carried out in safety and then 
attention was turned to the fire, which was 
burning fiercely in the lower stories. The 
troops from Fort Evanport garrison were 
ordered to the scene and rendered most 
effective aid in removing the sick and af- 
terwards assisted the firemen in fighting 
the flames. Two stories of the building 
were gutted. 

The fire is supposed to have originated in 
the power room of Allen & Ginter’s factory. 
The flames spread rapidly and soon commu- 
nicated to Valentine’s works. It was with 
the greatest difficulty that the firemen pre- 
vented the entire block from being consum- 
ed. About 1,200 people, principally girls, 
are thrown out of employment. In Valen- 
tine’s meat-juice factory about $10,000 
worth of curios, intended for Valentine’s 
museum, were destroyed. Lewis Ginter 
and John Pope, members of the Allen & 
Ginter Company, have between six and 
seven millions of dollars worth of securi- 
ties in a safe now in the debris of the 
burned building. 


Cigarette Factory Burned. 


Richmond, Va., January 17.—The cigar- 
ette factory of Allen & Ginter, a branch of 
the American Tobacco Company, and the 
Valentine Meat Juice Works were destroy- 
iy BE gy this morning. The loss is about 
— ; insured. Two firemen were badly 

rozen. 

The fire broke out at 5:30 a. m. About 
8 o'clock some 1,200 cigarette girls appeared 
upon the scene with their lunch baskets 
and bundles of edibles, unconscious of. the 
fact that the place of their daily labor was 
a mass of flames. ey proved heroines, 
however, for they in a short while, were 
distributing the contents of their baskets 
and bundles among the firemen whom 
they were gratefully received. It was 
thought that the fire started in the engine 
room at Allen & Ginter’s, but this is mere 
conjecture. Its origin is yet unknown. 
The factory of Allen & Ginter was a four- 
story brick building fronting eighty feet on 
Seventh street. and running back about 
one hundred and seventy-five feet on Cary 
street. This building will be remembered 
by many old confederate soldiers through- 
out the country as the Soldiers’). Home”’— 
during the war the domicile where those 
were incarcerated who were picked up on 
the streets without proper passes and forced 
to remain until they could be sent to their 
respective commands. The building was 
owned by Dr. W._D. Thomas, and in- 
sured for $10,000. Allen & Ginter’s loss is 
estimated at $175,000, insurance $163,000, 
Yeenunes meat-juice works, loss about 
$60,000, fully covered by insurance.

BATE’S FORMAL RE-ELECTION.

™,ocence. In this expectation he had been 
disappointed. He found hifhs@f compelled

giory and honor had been wrecked in this 
tragic adventure, which had reduced to pov- 
erty many thousands of thrifty workers. 
Cassaguac Ig Worthy. 

Deputy Paul de Cassagnac appeared be- 
fore the parliamentary commission of in- 
quiry and behaved so truculently that sev- 
eral times it re,uired the combined per- 
suasitveness of Chairman Brisson and his 
colleagues to calm bim and induce him 
to proceed coherently. with his testimony. 
Cassagnae approached Dupuy Dutempas, 
one of the committee, with having circulat- 
ed reports to the effect_that he had ac- 
cepted bribes frow the Panama momapees , 
Such reports were unqualified falsehoods, 
Cassagnac said, and he challenged anybody 
to show an iofa of evidence that they were 
true. Dupuy Dutemps interrupted Cassag- 
nac to say that he had never believec Cas- 
sagnac guilty of handling Panama money 
and had never circulated any report what- 
ever concerning him’ and Panama canal 
people.

Nora T. Gause, the national organizer. She 
told them that they ought to get a chafter 
the first thing; then they should work up a 
strong sentiment in favor of the organiza- 
tion, add to its membership and put an agent 
out on the streets and keep him there all the 
time. The suggestions were practical and 
they will be acted on. |

“Atlanta needs a humane society very 
munch,” said Mrs, Gause to a representative 
of The Constitution yesterday. ‘Unless you 
observe closely you may not see the instances 
of cruelty which are occurring daily under 
your eyes, and even then a private individual 
is not apt to be impressed particularly by 
the inhumanity of which children and ani- 
mals are the victims. As I was entering the 
Aragon this morning I noticed a white man 
riding a horse which was very lame and was 
suffering at every step, yet the rider was 
whipping the poor beast severely. This after- 
noon I saw two little children on the street 
near the union depot begging. One was al- 
most barefooted and both were ragged and 
apparently hungry. There should be some 
society to look after cases of this kind and 
afford relief. About the same hour I no- 
ticed a man driving a mule which could barely 


get along. ae 


Mrs. Gause went on to say that the hu- 
mane society works in a broad field. To do 
the greatest good it should have a large mem- 
bership of influential citizens. An active 
agent should be ‘secured. It would be his 
business to keep a lookout all the time. The 
police and private citizens would report to 
him cases coming under their notice of cru- 
elty. He would obtain evidence, have the 
parties arrested if they were not taken in 
the commission of the acts and then push the 
prosecution. Under the Georgia law half 
the fines imposed for cruelty go to any hn- 
mane society which {is duly incorporated. 
Atlanta’s society could not have received any 
part of a fine if one ad been paid, for there 
was no charter for the organization. The 
success of the society will depend on the 
agent,’’ says Mrs. Gause. “Care must be 
exercised in the selection of the right kind 
of a man. She states that Birmingham has 
the most efficient agent in the south. 


The members of the Atlanta society have 
taken a new interest in the work and have 
determined to make it useful... The scope of 
this organization is broa Not only animals 
are objectg of its care,: but. ehildren,~ women 
and the aged and the sufteriug of all descrip- 
tions. ~ Children deserted ‘by pavents or cru- 
elly whipped and abused, as frequently hap- 
pens, would be protected. Some amendments 
to the laws are required, gays the lady. Cru- 
elty needs to be more fully described in order 
to get convictions, which dre now rare. Mrs. 
Gause will remain here several days. Steps 
have been taken to procure a charter.

1. A party who brings a suit upon a chose 
in action, though it be an open account, and 
he has only the equitable: title therete, may 
amend his declaration by adding the name of 
the person ‘who has the legal title, suing 
for his use. Code, section 3486. Such amend- 
ment does not make a new cause of action 
nor is it demurrable because of want of priv- 
ity between the usor and usee, 

2. Where the action was by a defendant 
in fi. fa. agains an attorney of the plaintiff 
in fi. fa., for the recovery of fees which he 
alleged the attorney had collected from him 
illegally, and an amendment to the declara- 
tion alleged that the attorney had made a

But if the sheriff testifies that he does not-re- 
member that any such bond was ever delivered 
to him, and the clerk testifies that no such 
bond was ever filed. it must then be affirma- 
tively shown that an original was duly deliv- 
ered to and accepted by tMe sheriff as provid- 
ed by law. In this case it did not so appear. 

2. Where no damage bond has been given 
as provided in section 3726 of the code, nor 
an affidavit in forma pauperis has been filed 
in conformity to the provisions of section 
3733, the claim. on motion made by counsel 
for the plaintiff in fi. fa. before issue joined 
should be dismissed.

One Thing to His Credit. 

While many harsh things have been 
written and spoken to the disparagement 
of Ben Butler, there is one thing at least 
which deserves to be noted on the op- 
posite page of the ledger. 

When the war had ended in the sub- 
jugation of the south, he became quite 
anxious to prevent the anarchy that 
might ensue in the late confederate 
states. He was apprehensive that the 
disbanding of the large force of negro 
troops in the midst of a people ruined ‘n 
their fortunes and naturally exasperated 
by their defeat would be followed by a 
war of races. 

Impressed with the conviction that 
something could and ought to be done 
to prevent such a calamity, he visited 
the white house and urged Mr. Linggln 
to employ this negro soldiery in the con- 
struction of the peeded canal across the 
isthmus of Panama. 

He volunteered to take command of 
them and ultimately to leave them in 
occupation of the country, assuring Mr. 
Lincoln that the project was entirely 
feasible, and would give the government 
a firm foothold in that region. 

The matter was discussed fully be- 
tween the president and the whilom com- 
mander of the amny of the James. Mr. 
Lincoln was so far persuaded by Butler's 
arguments that he ventured to say, in 
his wonted western phraseology, that 
there was “meat” in the suggestion, and 
promised his visitor to consider it favor- 
ably but carefully. 

It was afterwards understood that he 
desired to confer with Seward before he 
gave his assent to the project. That 
functionary opposed the plan for fear of 
foreign complications, and the whole 
matter dropped out of sight. If it had 
been carried out, it might have lessened 
the horrors of reconstruction and fore- 
stalled the troubles that now embarrass 
the administration of President Carnot 
and menace the existence of the French 
republic itself. 

Meanwhile, the southern press and 
pulpit should leave both Jay Gould and 
Ben Butler in the hands of that “King 
eternal and invisible,” who is the maker 
and judge of us all. 


The Worid’s Fair Again. 

If Georgia is to be represented at the 
world’s fair by a few cities and towns, 
we fear that she will not cut much of a 
figure there; and, yet, it seems that it 
is the very best she can do under the 
circumstances. Augusta will probably 
have representation there; Macon is try- 
ing to get up an exhibit, and several 
small towns in the state declare that 
they will be “on deck” when the roll is 
called. 

We called attention recently to the 
work which is being done in this direction 
by the little ‘town of Rockmart, and 
stated then that it should be an inspira- 
tion to the whole state. This is the way 
the weekly newspapers are talking about 
it. The Franklin News says: 

The little cify of Rockmart will have a 
special exhibit at the world’s fair. It is 
enterprise that is commendable, and ought to 
be an inspiration to the state. Every county, 
at least, in Georgia ought to exhibit at the 
great fair. Heard would make a magnificent 
exhibit and one that would attract capital. 
We simply need to show the world what we 
have. This we must do, if we ever accom- 
plish any good for ourselves. Let us break 
the suicidal record of “lying low’’ in this 
auspicious year of 1893. Heard county has 
great dormant interests, but we either abuse 
the intelligence to perceive them or lack the 
pluck to utilize them. It should not be so. 
We should- work out a great destiny in 1893. 
Shall we do it? 

We commend the above extract from 
our Franklin contemporary to the instant 
consideration of the citizens of every 
county in the state. An earnest, persist- 
ent effort in this direction by counties 
would give Georgia a creditable niche 
at the great fair. Those counties that 
have taken the matter in hand are de- 
termined to push it for all it is worth; 
but it will be little credit, if any, to 
Georgia to be represented at Chicago by 
a few towns and counties, whereas she 
could have a full representation if she 
only would. 


The Catholic Question. 

Few students of history need to be 
reminded of the controversy between the 
holy see and the Gallican church, which 
has never been satisfactorily adjusted. 
Indeed, from an early period the rela- 
tions between the French and Italian 
cardinals have been somewhat strained 
as touching the extent of the papal au- 
thority. So seriowwas this friction that 
at one time the residence of the holy 
father was removed from Rome to 
Avignon, where it remained for the better 
part of a century. The Italian and 
Spanish cardinals were disposed to speak 
of this as the “Babylonian captivity.” 
Through the action of the council of 
Constance and the concordat of Bologna 
this rupture was ultimately healed. From 
that time the Eternal City has been the 
capital of Catholic Christendom. In this 
statement we make no mention of the 
brief interregnum when Pius VII. was 
held as a state prisoner of Fontainebleau 
by the First Napoleon. 

It is not a thing impossible that the 
coming of Archbishop Satolli as a papal 
legate, followed by the prompt restoration 
of Dr. McGlynn to the priesthood, may 
produce grave complications. Certain it 
is that this action has caused no little 
dissatisfaction among some of the high 


dignitaries of the church, and may lead | 


to a temporary estrangement. 

All right-minded Protestants would 
deprecate anything of a western schism in 
the American church, for it should be 
said that it is doing a good work amongst 
the poorer, as well as the richer, classes

Fortunately for the peace of the church,

The same good sense which he display- 
ed in Germany in his negotiations with 
Bismarck—his well-chosen attitude to 
wards the French republic, and his skillful 
management of the Irish question, will 
lead him to the adoption of measures 
that will tranquillize matters on this side 
of the Atlantic. The bitter fight which 
is being waged against parochial schools 
in some localities, where puritan senti- 
ment is largely predominant, will at an 
early day receive a satisfactory settle 
ment. New England may be hard to 
pacify, for she is inherently a turbulent 
section. For nearly two hundred years 
she has made a fetish of the town meet- 
ing and the district school, and, yet, no- 
where in the older commonwealths is 
there a greater measure of moral delin- 
quency and political perverseness. 

Long ago Herbert Spencer, in his 
social statics, demonstrated that mere 
education was no adequate remedy for 
crimes or lesser social evils: Indeed, 80 
far otherwise that in English and Amert- 
can communities' where illiteracy is 
least—other things being equal—the per 
centage of crime is greatest. Archbishop 
Spalding has likewise shown, Dy & com- 
parison between the criminal statistics 
of the six New England states and six 
southern states before the war, that the 
same truth holds. Crime is nowhere the 
result of mere ignorance of grammar and 
geography, but the fruit of heredity and 
environment, the latter composed of 
crowded tenement houses and lack of 
food, fuel and other comfortable condi- 
tions of living. 

Moral education in the lower grades, 
for which Judge Hammond made such 
a vigorous fight in the Atlanta board of 
education, was in the right direction. A 
barefooted boy with the thermometer 
at zero is a candidate for a reformatory 
or the chaingang; a girl of fourteen, 
poorly fed and in tatters, is on the direct 
road to degradation and death. 

We must cultivate the religious senti- 
ment, nor does it much matter whether 
it is done in parochial or public schools— 
without this feature, education is a 
stimulus to crime and a stepping stone to 
damnation.

After the wart he became a resident 
of Newport, Ky., and, being a man of edu- 
cation, devoted his life to philosophical pur- 
suits. He gave special attention to theories 
concerning the poles ,and finally evolved the 
theory popularly known as “Symmes’s Hole.” 

Symmes held that the earth was open at 
the two extremities, and that the north and 
south peles were immense cavities in the 
earth for the admission of light into the in- 
terior to make it habitable. These holes were 
of such dimensions that it gave the people, 
who inhabited the inner portion of the earth, 
aS much tight and heat from the sun’s rays as 
any of the exterior portions of the sphere. 

Symmes’s theory was ridiculed, but its 
originator presented his arguments so forci- 
bly that he found many converts. In 1822, 
and again in 1823, Symmes petitioned con- 
gress to fit out an expedition and test the 
truth of his theory, but congress refused to 
appropriate the money. 

Symmes died in Hamilton,O., in 1829. To the 
end he maintained his theory, and prophesied 
that some time in the near future its truth 
would be demonstrated and it would be found 
that the world was a hollow sphere, open at 
the poles and habitable in the interior.

COAL FOR THE POOR. 


The Western and Atlantic Gives Two Car 
Loads for Distribution Among the Poor. 


Major McCollum, superintendent of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, has given 
two carloads of coal for the destitute of the 
city. die placed the cars at the disposal of 
the mayor on Monday, and yesterday the 
city carts were busy hauling the fuel away 
and distributing it among tle poor. 

There were fifty tons of it, and Major 
McCollum said that he wished that there 
were five hundred. 

The gift was from the rdilroad company. 
The superintendent is a warm-hearted gen- 
tleman, and when he heard of the great 
suffering on account of the want of fuel 
his heart went out to the poor, 

“It has been so cold that there has been 
no work outdoors for the common laborer 
since Christmas,” said the superintendent 
yesterday. ‘The very men who have not 
been able to get work during the extreme 
cold spell are the very ones who get the 
lowest wages, as a rule. They have to eat 
and keep warm even when they do not 
work. And the little money that many of 
them have soon runs low. 

“No, I do not think that Atlanta is in any 
danger of a coal famine. We can always 
get plenty of fuel from the mines along the 
railroads. Only the towns which depend 
on water transportation for their supply are 
in danger of getting left.” 

The Western and Atlantic uses one hun- 
dred and sixty tons of coal a day.

HE GIVES HIS REASON FOR THINKING SO 


The Actual Exp-nses of the Public School 
System Was $152,677.23 Last Year—Es- 
timated Expens+s This Year $146,000. 


The apportionment of the public schools 
of Atlanta for the actual expenses of the 
year, which, of course, includes the salaries 
of the teachers, was announced by the 
finance committee of the general council 
as $146,000. Outside of this there was an 
apportionment of 10,000 for the purchase 
of a building lot for the new Boys’ High 
school 


And it is the above figures that Major 
Slaton, superintendent of the public schools 
of Atlanta, is inclined to view as a joke, 
which will be righted when the final appor- 
tionments are made in May. 

According to the itemized account rend- 
ered by Superintendent Slaton to the board 
of education, the cost of running the public 
schoo!s of the city was just $152,000, about 
$6,000 more than the appropriation made 
for the actual expenses of the schools for 
the current year. 

By a careful estimate made by Superin- 
tendent Slaton and Colonel Thomson, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the board 
of education, the expenses for the year were 
placed at $160,000 which figures were in 
keeping with the additions made by the 
board of education in the past year. There 
was to be added to the estimate of the year 
gone by, the two new schools which were 
an expense only for a few months of the 
past year. One of these is the Edgewood 
avenue school, which takes a corps of thir- 
teen teachers. Another addition is the 
Roach street school for negroes, which re- 
quires nine teachers. Besides this there 
have been four teachers added to the reg- 


‘ ular 1 umber for the other schools. 


In the estimate by Superintendent Sla- 
ton and Colonel Thomson, $15,000 was set 
aside for the purchase of a site for the pro- 
posed new Boys’ High school. 

What Superintendent Slaton Says. 

“What about that apportionment for 
the department of public schools?’ queried 
Major Slaton, in answer to a question ask- 


“Well, I hardly know what to say. I 
tell you honestly that I belive the appor- 
tionment as published to be a joke; or, per- 
haps, it is merely a bluff to open the way 
to a real appropriation in May when, as I 
understand it, the final apportionment will 
be made. Colonel Thomson, chairman of 
the finance committee of the board of edu- 
cation, and I went over the whole matter 
together and the result was that we found 
that it would require at least $160,000 for 
the school expenses for the current year. 
Why, the expense last year was $152,000. 
This year we have the Edgewood avenue 
school and the Roach street school with 
the corps of teachers necessary to run them, 
as additional expenses. 

“I know that the apportionment is en- 
tirely too small for the purpose to which 
it is intended it should be put,’”’ said Major 
Slaton growing warm on the subject. “I 
know that if the public schools of Atlanta 
were run in accordance with the appor- 
tionment the buildings would go to wreck 
and ruin. I know that the sum is insuf- 
ficient to allow the schools of Atlanta to 
keep pace with the growth of the times in 
the way of purchasing the necessary ap- 
paratus. I know that some of the teachers 
would have to be dropped. I know that 
there are over 500 children clamoring to 
get into the public schools of Atlanta but 
cannot secure seats, not including the 500 
pupils who did not return to the schools 
after the holidays. I know that the present 
appropriation does not anticipate the es- 
tablishment of two overflow grammar 
schools, but that the estimate of Colonel 
Thomson and myself sets aside $10,000 for 
this special purpose as the buildings would 
have to be rented and eight teachers en- 
gaged. I know that there has been a mis- 
take somewhere. 

“In coaclusion, I would like to say that I 
believe that the apportionment wil] be in- 
creased a8 soon as the very evident necessi- 
ty is fully appreciated by the council.” 

No Specia) Meeting of the Board. 

Since there has been no apportionment 
set aside for the securing of an overflow 
school, there will be no called meeting of 
the board of education. On the other hand, 
the apportionment will be discussed and pos- 
sibly “cussed” at the next regular meet- 
ing of the board, which will occur next 
Thursday week.
